New York, Feb. I.—A definite rul-

tile Marine. 
The steamship St. Louis, 


now in port, is taking on cargo and 
passengers are being booked to sail lor 
Liverpool Saturday. Mr. Franklin said 
that unless instructed to the contrarv 
by \\a-shington tho St. Louis voiihl 
sail as usual for Liverpool, the regular 
port of destination. 


The telegram sent to Secretary Lan- 


sing officially advised the state depart- 
ment that the St. Louis is an American 
ship, owned by American citizens, in- 
sured by tho United States war risk 
bureau, carries as pussengcrs Ameri- 
can citizens and as cargo such mer- 
chandise as is in compliance with the 
government war risk bureau's regula- 
tions with reference to contraband. 


It is advised, also that the liner Phil- 


adelphia, operated under the 
aame 


conditions, was now about 1,200 miles 
from Liverpool on her way from New 
York, that the steamship Finland was 
due to leave Liverpool lor New York 
February 3 or 4, and the 
steamship 


Kroonland had sailed yesterday from 
Liverpool for New York. 


Tho 
Philadelphia, 
Finland 
and 


Kroonland also carry passengers. On 
the Philadelphia there are 35 Ameri-

Tho point upon which testimony dif- 


fers is whether F. A. Connolly, tho 
Washington broker and partner of R. 
W. Boiling, a brother-in-law of Presi- 
dent Wilson, sent his forecast of the 
President's recent peace note over his 
private wire to 15. F. Ilutton & com- 
pany. New York brokers, or by some 
other route. 


Connolly has testified that he sent 


the information 
in a. message, now 


missing, between 1:15 and 1:30 o'clock 
on the afternoon of December 20 over 
the private wire. Joseph W. Becker. 
Hutton's operator on the Washington 
wire, swore today that he "was on the 
wire from its opening to closing on 
December 20 and no such message as 
Connolly described ever came to him. 


Becker's statement stirred the com- 


mittee to great activity. Impressed, 
as several committeemen said, with 
Becker's apparent sincerity and keen 
recollection of events of December 20, 
they insisted on following up his dec- 
laration without delay. 


Sherman L. Whipple, counsel to the 


committee, joined In their view. That 
no doubt may remain as to whether 
the Connolly message did reach the 
Hutton office by any of its wires, Whip- 
pie declared that every telegraph op- 
erator in the employ of the firm should 
be called at once. 


Chairman Henry then announced

Keilly, managing ed- 
itor of the ticker service and the Wall 
Street Journal; Harold T. Johnson, a 
Journal reporter, and Louis B. Ster- 
ling of Logan & Bryan, brokers, ran 
the rumor back to a message Donald 
McMillen of Chicago, an investor, sent 
from New York to Chicago over Logan 
& Bryan's private wire, on Dec. 20.
